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GENERAL REMARKS. 


We are not ashamed of our school record for the year just past 
and gone. While our aim bas not been fully realized, we have had 
longer terms, and better schools than last year. 

Our teachers as a rule have been above the average, and the most 
of them far above. It is the testimony of one who has taught 
for a long time and in several different places, that the average schol- 
arship of the Lempster children will compare favorably with any town 
in Sullivan county, and in many instances their ability is far ahead. 
To this high standard of excellence, it has been the desire of the 
Lemster School Board to keep uur common school. That several of 
our children have gone to larger towns and cities, and taken first 
rank with scholars of the same age or older speaks well for the peo- 
ple of this town, and we cannot praise the liberality of the town too 
highly in their efforts to provide advantages for the rising generation. 

We are sorry to notice that the winter term, delayed in its opening 
on account of the uncertainty attending the ‘‘State Aid Fund,” has 
not been better patronized, as several were clamoring for a winter 
school, failed to send their children. It is still in progress at this 
writing and has one of the best teachers we have ever had. Mr. 
Chas. B. Sylvester is a young man of high character, a good scholar, 
and as to his dicipline, all who have been under his instruction will 
testify. 

The books spoken of in the report of last year, have taken the 
place of the old ones. 

In closing this report we commend to your consideration the need 
of some new seats in three of the school houses now in use and ‘rec- 
ommend a small appropriation annually for three years until 
the object is brought about. 

Thanking all connected and interested for their cooperation and 
uniform kindness, we close our report.
